Two New Units Next Wednesday, Thursday 



Rea Personal Estate 

Valued at #427,693 



A personal estate valued at $427,- 
693.56 was left by Samuel Rea, former 
president of the Pennsylvania Rail- 
road, according to an inventory of his 
will filed at Norristown. 

Mr. Rea, who retired in 1925 as 
ninth president of the Pennsylvania 
after fifty-four years in its service, 
died on March 24 of this year. His 
will, filed for probate on April 1, 
placed the value of the estate at $200,- 
000 and upward." 

The inventory showed the personal 
estate to incldde 850 shares of Penn- 
sylvania Railroad stock, valued at 
$63,750; 375 shares of St. Louis and 
San Francisco Railroad stock, valued 
at $35,343.75, and 400 shares of Phila- 
delphia and Camden Ferry Company 
stock, valued at $27,000. 

The smallest holding in railroad 
stock was three shares of Western 
New York and Pennsylvania Railway 
Company, valued at $24. 

Household goods, pictures, plate, 
furniture, books, etc., were appraised 
at $41,172.45. 

Mr. Rea in his will left his share 
of his home, Waverly Heights, Merion 
Square, to his wife, Mrs. Mary B. Rea, 
who with their daughter, Mrs. Ruth 
Rea Junkin, and granddaughter, Anne 
Thorpe Rea, daughter of the late 
George B. Rea, received life interests 
in almost all of the estate. 

Mr. Rea had given certain art treas- 
ures to the Pennsylvania Museum in 
Memorial Hall, and also directed that 
the institution should receive others 
after his death.

An event of more than ordinary in- 
terest to residents of Delaware, Mont- 
gomery and Chester Counties will be 
the dedication ceremonies on July 
10-11, which will formally mark the 
opening of the first two units of the 
Greater Bryn Mawr Hospital, at Bryn 
Mawr. 

The building will be open for in- 
spection by the public on Wednesday 
from 2 to 6 P. M. and on Thursday 
from 2 to 8 P. M. 

It is estimated that nearly 120,000 
persons reside in the immediate ter- 
ritory covered by the hospital. In 
emergency cases, it is to this hospital 
that patients would have to be taken, 
for there are no nearer hospitals of 
any size east of West Chester; south 
of Norristown and north of Chester. 

The Board of Trustees of the insti- 
tution, with the cordial co-operation of 
many of the residents along the Main 
Line,' ieve^ltl- years- ago adopted the 
plans which provided for the two units 
now completed, and the Board also has 
made arrangements for future enlarge- 
ments when the demand calls for ad- 
ditional hospital facilities. 

In planning for the future, instead 
of present-day requirements, the 
trustees acquired sufficient ground to 
develop a hospital that will ultimately 
accommodate at least five hundred 



i patients. 

The two buildings completed and 
equipped with the most modern hos- 
pital equipment are known as Build- 
ing A, or the Patients' Building, and 
Building B, which is to be used as the 
general Administration Building. 

The two units just completed repre- 
sent the last word in modern fire- 
proof construction. Throughout, the 
buildings are of mass and reinforced 
concrete, with steel skeleton frames, 
and floors of reinforced concrete. 

While the two buildings are abso- 
lutely separate from each other, they 
are connected by a most attractive 
passage way of ample proportions con- 
structed of cast iron and steel sash. 
This passage way structure, which af- 
fords a short and direct connection 
between the buildings, also provides 
for enclosed porches on all floors. 

The present Maternity Building is 
also di&ectly connected with- the nvvtf 
Patients' Building with a two-story 
covered enclosed passage way. 

While the two new buildings are of 
fire-proof construction in every sense 
of the word, further precautions have 
been introduced by the building of ab- 
solutely fire-proof stair towers — two 
in the Patients' Building and one in 
the Administration Building.

Joseph Mitchell Cranston, Bala-Cyn- 
wyd pioneer merchant, died Wednes- 
day of last week at his home, 117 
Montgomery Avenue, Cynwyd. He 
was 87 years old. 

Testimonials to his upright life were 
given by his old friends, Luther C. 
Parsons and Charles E. Hres. at a 
funeral held 10:30 A. M. Saturday at 
the late residence. Eloquent tribute 
also was paid by W. Russell Green, 
who, with Mr. Hires, is a member of 
the Merion Friends' Meeting, which 
Mr. Cranston had frequently attended, 
although he was a member of the Race 
Street Meeting in Philadelphia. 

Bom April 20, 1842, near Wilming- 
ton, Delaware, Mr. Cranston did not 
come to Cynwyd until 1895. ^Before 
then he had been engaged in the feed 
business for a number of years, at 
Fifty-fifth Street and Lancaster Ave- 
nue, Philadelphia. In Cynwyd he 
opened a feed, coal and building mate- 
rial establishment on Bala Avenue 
near the Cynwyd Station, when there 
were only half a dozen houses in the 
neighborhood. 

At that time he lived in a house 
which stood at the corner of Bala and 
Montgomery Avenues, where John R. 
K. Scott's apartments now stand. The 
house was since moved to a nearby 
spot a block southeast, where it now 
stands. 

In 1903 a fire destroyed the large 
feed building, where a combination 
feed for horses was manufactured. Mr. 
Cranston continued in the coal and 
building material business, however, 
until March 1, 1929, when it was sold 
to J. J. Skelton, Jr. 

Mr. Cranston had not taken in re- 
cent years an active part in commu- 
nity life, but he was a member of the 
Bala-Cynwyd Neighborhood Club and 
the Union Fire Association of Cyn- 
wyd. 

He is survived by his widow, two 
sister, Mrs. E. C. Reese, Camden, and 
Mrs. George Sheppard, Wilmington; 
a son and daughter-in-law, Mr. and 
Mrs. Thomas V. Hodges, and their 
daughter — his granddaughter — Miss 
Elizabeth Hodges, of Cynwyd. 

Following the funeral, interment 
was made in Friends' Burying Ground, 
West Chester. 



A plan for better illumination of the 
business district was approved by the 
Narberth Board of Trade at its meet- 
ing Monday noon at the Arcadia 
Restaurant. 

The plan, presented by Ralph S. 
Dunne, chairman of the Public Rela- 
tions Committee of the Board, calls for 
twenty-four additional lighting fixtures 
along Haverford Avenue and on the 
three sides of the business section, Es- 
sex. Forest and Narberth Avenues. It 
will be presented to Council by Mr. 
Dunne with the Board of Trade's rec- 
ommendation that the lights be in- 
stalled for the general betterment of 
the community. 

At present there are only seven 
lighting fixtures in the business sec- 
tion, all of which arc along Haverford 
Avenue. The plan, as approved by the 
Board, would call for two new lights 
at the corner of Narberth and Haver- 
ford, one on the south side of Haver- 
ford between the station corner and 
the middle of the block, two on the 
north side of Haverford between Nar- 
berth and Forest, new fixtures at the 
corners of Haverford and Forest and 
at Haverford and Essex. 

On the sde streets the plans call for 
four on Essex Avenue, two on each 
side of the street, the same number 
on Forest Avenue, and eight on Nar- 
berth Avenue, four on each side of 
Haverford. 

A recommendation was also passed 
requesting Council to modify the ordi- 
nance prohibiting the sale of fireworks 
in. the borough so as to allow the sale 
of caps and cap pistols.

President Hoover recently appointed 
Mr. Rhoads to the office of Commis- 
sioner of Indian Affairs and named 
Mr. Scattergood as his assistant.

Rhoads has been interested for many 
years in advancing the interests of the 
Indians in this country, and Mr. Scat- 
tergood, during the World War period 
and since, has been active in welfare 
work. 

Mr. Rhoads, who is 57 years old, 
started 'his banking career with the 
Girard Trust Company immediately 
j^IJJ after leaving college and eventually 
became a vice president of that in- 
stitution.. Later he was president of 
the Central National Bank. He was 
the first governor of the Federal Re- 
sioo ! serve Bank of Philadelphia, being ap- 
10" pointed in 1914 and serving for four 
years. 

He then became a member of the 
investment banking firm of Brown 
Brothers & Co. He is a member of 
the Board of Managers of the Girard 
Trust Company and of the Philadel- 
phia Saving Fund. Society, a director 
of the Provident Trust Company and 
the Provident Mutual Life Insurance 
Company, and is closely associated 
with the activities of a number of in- 
dustrial concerns. 

Announcement was made with re- 
gret by Brown Brothers & Co. that 
Mr. Rhoads had withdrawn from part- 
nership in the firm to engage in work 
for the Government. 

Mr. Scattergood, a former member 
of the Public Service Commission of 
Pennsylvania, is a director of the First 
National Bank, the American Pulley 
Company, the United Dyewood Cor- 
poration and the American Dyewood 
Company and is treasurer and trustee 
of Haverford College and treasurer 
and trustee of Bryn Mawr College. 

As administrator of the affairs of 
the Indian Bureau, the two men will 
have direct charge of looking after 
more than 350,000 Indians in the 
United States. The Indians have up- 
ward of $100,000,000 in cash and de- 
veloped resources and untold millions 
of dollars in undeveloped resources. 
There are more than 5000 employees in 
the bureau.

Among the visitors to Paoli re- 
cently was Mr. Frederick C. Lin- 
coln, associate biologist of the U. 
S. Biological Survey. Washington, 
D. C. Mr. Lincoln is in charge of 
the work of bird banding, which is 
being conducted by the Biological 
Survey, and came to Paoli to visit 
the bird banding station operated bv 
II. D. McCann, of Valley road. 



This station has been in operation 
just six years and in that time 2950 
birds of 59 species have been 
banded. 1750 having previously 
been banded have again been trap- 
ped, making the total number of 
birds bandied 4710. 

A few years ago the Biological 
Survey, having in mind that birds 
that existed in enormous quantities 
1 00 years ago are now extinct ; that 
in comparatively recent years other 
valuable species have been almost 
exterminated by "plume hunters," 
men who shot down the adult 
birds to secure the valuable 
plumes to sell to the milliners, leav- 
ing the young to starve in the 
nest, and also that other birds 
are decreasing in numbers by 
reason of changing physical con- 
dition of the country, such as 
cutting down the forests, draining 
the swamp areas, etc.. decided that 
every step possible must be taken to 
save, preserve and increase the 
number of our birds. In order to 
act intelligently, much information 
regarding bird life was necessary. 
This could be secured by trapping 
and marking the individual bird, so 
it could be subsequently identified 
wherever found. It was necessary 
to secure qualified persons who 
could do this work. Today there 
are about 1600 persons all over the 
United States who are specially 
licensed by the Biological Survey to 
carry on this work. To the leg of 
each bird a tiny aluminum band, 
bearing a serial number, is at- 
tached. A report of this number, 
with the name of the bird, age and 
sex. with special note of any un- 
usual condition of plumage, etc.. 
as well as name of operator and 



station, is forwarded to the Bio- 
logical Survey, where it is filed 
away in a card index. When the 
bird is subsequently trapped at any 
other station, or at the station where 
it was originally banded, the infor- 
mation is sent to Washington, where 
it is recorded on the card of that 
particular bird. In this way a his- 
tory of the individual bird is devel- 
oped. 

The work has Ijeen in progress 
so long that many interesting and 
valuable returns are now coming in. 
Birds banded in the United States 
have been reported from Europe, 
Africa, South and Central America 
and the West Indies. Information 
of much value is gradually being 
accumulated. 

At the local station a number of 
banded birds return each summer to 
rear their young, stay awhile, then 
leave for the South'and for the win- 
ter months. Others living in the 
far North in the summer come here 
for the winter months. One of the 
most interesting instances of the 
latter group of birds is the tree 
sparrow, No. 178024. This bird 
returned to the local station last 
winter for the fourth consecutive 
year and has been trapped at inter- 
vals from early in January to about 
Apriu 1 of each year. The tree 
sparrow is known to nest in Labra- 
dor and Northern Canada, as far 
north as the Arctic Circle. 

In November, 1927, a junco, 
coming from the North with others, 
was branded with No. A-61943. It 
went on South. In April of the 
following year word came from 
Washington that this bird had been 
trapped at Jamestown, North 
Dakota. Other birds banded here 
in the summer have been reported 
in the winter from various points 
in Maryland. Virginia and North 
Carolina. 

Several birds have been found 
dead or killed by cats in Paoli and 
vicinity, after they have been trap- 
ped and banded. Anyone finding a 
dead bird is requested to look and 
see if there is a band on its leg; if 
so, remove it and forward, with 
name of sender, date and location 
where found, to the Biological Sur- 
vey, Washington, D. C, or it may 
he handed to H. D. McCann. who 
will take care of it.

Bryn Mawr Hospital ' | 
Will Open New Units 

CONTINUED FROM THE FIRST PAOB 

Every Sanitary Refinment. 
Physicians and all who are interested 
in the interior finishing and furnishing 
of hospitals will admire the efforts 
made to create an absolutely sanitary 
hospital, and at the same time give to 
the interior a warm and cheerful ap- 
pearance to both patient and visitor. 
This has been accomplished by the 
employment of color in the terrazzo 
floors and bases; and walls finished in 
tan, gray-green, jade green and grey; 
by the installation of attractive tile 
wainscoating in the various service 
rooms, and the use of green vitroline 
wainscoating in the operating rooms. 
No Hiding Places for Dust. 
In every room bases are sanitary 
and flush with the wall or tile surfaces 
so that dust cannot collect anywhere. 
All radiators are wall hung. Much of 
the sterilizing equipment and other 
apparatus is placed above the floor so 
as to remove any possible pocket for 
dirt to collect or make cleaning diffi- 
cult. 

In addition to these sanitary precau- 
tions, every effort has been made to 
create a <|uiet hospital. Insulating 
materials have been used in all floor 
construction to eliminate all noises. 

The main entrance to the hospital 
is on the first floor of the Adminis- 
tration Building facing Bryn Mawr 
Avenue, while the ambulance entrance 
to the accident and receiving wards 
is on the ground floor on the Lindsey 
Avenue site. The private patients' 
ambulance entrance is on the same 
floor in the rear of the passage way 
connecting the two buildings. Another 
special entrance is provided for the 
receiving of supplies. At the present 
time, the left hand wing of the Ad- 
ministration Building will be used as 
tile out-patients' department. 

In the Patients' Building, the upper 
three floors are devoted entirely to 
private patients' rooms. On each floor 
are five bedrooms with private baths, 
and the remaining rooms have running 
water with lavatories — a total of sixty- 
three private rooms on the three floors. 
Special colors have been applied to 
the walls of private rooms to create 
a cheerful atmosphere. Some are fin- 
ished in tan, others gray-green, jade 
green, coral and gray. The floors are 
of terrazzo in various colors harmon- 
izing with the wall treatment of the 
rooms, draperies and special painted 
furniture also carries out the same 
color scheme. 

On the first floor are the semi- 
private rooms, accommodating twenty- 
one beds. There is also on this floor a 
Children's Department with six bed- 
rooms and a thirteen-bed ward, giving 
a total of twenty-five beds. Adjacent 
to the ward is a cheerful Day or Sun 
Room for the convalescent children. 
The Children's Department is equipped 
with its own kitchen equipment, per- 
mitting of complete isolation in the 
event of an epidemic. 

On the ground floor of this building 
is a complete kitchen, including butcher 
shops, refrigerators, diet kitchen and 
special food preparation, dish-washing, 
storage rooms, etc. 

Modern Operating Facilities. 
The third or top floor of the Admin- 
istration Building is devoted exclus- 
ively to operating rooms and other de- 
pendencies. At the present time there 
are six major operating rooms with 
provisions for two more rooms. In 
addition, there are bronoscopic and 
cystoscopic operating rooms. On this 
same floor also are private patient 
examination and recovery rooms, a 
dentist for private patients, and a 
small waiting room for family physi- 
cians. 

The second floor contains a most 
complete laboratory suite, together 
with basel-metabolism, cardiography 
and therapy rooms with their depend- 
ent massage rooms. This laboratory 
suite, including the X-Ray, will enable 
the hospital to render service to Main 
Line physicians in addition to the labo- 
ratory requirements of the complete 
hospital group. 
On the first floor, in addition to the 



Out-Patients' Department, are ample 
lobby, waiting and reception rooms, a 
small chapel, library and facilities for 
administration, accounting, clinical 
records. In the rear wing is the In- 
ternes' Suite, consisting of seven single 
bedrooms, one double bedroom, ade- 
quate shower facilities, together with 
the rooms for the Superintendent of 
Nurses, stenographers and staff physi- 
cians. 

On the ground floor, facing Lindsey 
Avenue, is the complete Receiving De- 
partment and Accident Ward, includ- 
ing an emergency operating room and 
four two-bed wards, as well as an ob- 
servation room for special patients. 

A complete and modern laundry, 
fully equipped to take care of at least 
five hundred beds, is also located on 
this floor.
